The Liberty Lobby, an ex- 
treme right-wing organization, 
has asked to testify later this 
week on the nomination. Rob- 
ert Bartell, a spokesman for 
the group, said that it would 
oppose Mr. Kissinger. In all, 
15 individuals and organiza- 
tions have asked to testify. 

Saul H. Mendlovitz, a mem- 
ber of the Committee of Con- 
cerned Scholars for a Just 
World Order, has also request- 
ed an appearance before the 
committee. 

Professor Mendlovitz, who 
teaches international law at 
Rutgers Law School, said Mr. 
Kissinger should not be con- 
firmed because of his involve- 
ment in the Vietnam war and 
his advocacy of a five-power 
world that would deny half of 
the world’s population the 
right to participate in interna- 
tional decisions.
